According to the latest offi- 
cial estimate no more than 450,000, of whom nbout 280,000 are con- 
centrated in and around London, 


This tota) may seem sure 
prisingly low considering that 
nearly 150,000 Jewish snuni- 
frants sought refuge In 
Britain in the black years 
after Hider came to power In 
Germany , 

You might therefore expect to 
find the community growing ut 
a tremendously fast pace, (tn 
fact, the net increase since 1939 
has been onty 60,000, 

Why so smal)? There 
three main reasons. 

A great mony of the 
immigrants did not remain here. 
They moved on to seek a new 
Mfe in other lands, 

With Increasing prosperity the 
size of Jewish fomllice haus 
declined , 

Finally—and this is perhaps 
the most important reason of all 
—there baa been an incrensing 
drift away from the community. 
The main cause? Intermarriage, 
which now occurs at all social 
levels, 


THE ONLY ONE 


Years ago these ‘mixed’ 
marrlages were found predo- 
minantly among famlilics high 
up in the soclal scale, 

Indeed much of the strength 
of the aristocracy comes 
from the fact that Jewish 
blood !s diffused among many 
of the oldest and best-known 
famllics In the land, 

Britaln’s only Prime Minlster 
to win the Derby during his 
term of office, the fifth Earl of 
Rosebery, marricd the Immensely 
wealthy hetress Hannah Meyer 
de Rothschild, 

Her son -is that finc and 
Popular sportsmndn' the present 
Earl of Rosebery, Ono of her 
granddaughters is the wife of 
Lord Irwin, helr to the Earl of 
Halifax 

There is Jewish blood also in 
the family of the famous “Iron 
Duke." It was introducea in 
1908 when Rkhard Wellesley, 
son of the 4th Duke of Welling- 
ton, married Nesta FitzGerald. 
She was the daughter of Sir 
Maurice FitzGerald, 20th Knight 
of Kerry, and Amella Blschoffs- 
helm, whose father was a rich 
Jewish banker, 


SAME STORY 


The same story can be re 
peated a hundredfold, One of 
the grandparents of the Duke of 
Richmond and Gordon, motor 
racing enthusiast and owner of 
Goodwood, was the daugher af 
onother celebrated Jew, Percy 
Ricardo. 

In 1922 Lord Foley murvled 
Miss Minoru Greenstone, daugh- 
ter of u South Africon Jew, 
Thelr son, the present peer, 
ranks as the only professional 
pianist in the House of Lords, 

Another “mixed marriage’ in 
thet year was ‘the wedding of 
Miss Edwina. Ashley to Lord 
Louls (now Enr]) thatten, 
great grandson of Queen Vic- 
torin, ‘She ‘was the grand- 
daughtcr of Sir Ernest Cassel, 
famed Jewish financier who left 
her £1,400,000 in trust, 

Lord Cholmondeley, who as 
holder of the ancient office of 
Lord Great Chamberlain, was 
seen by millfons of T-Viewerns 
walking backwards before tho 
Queen at the state opening 
of Parliament,. married into the 
wealthy Sassoon family.

The Reform and Liberal

matter of individual choice. 

Their Sabbath services are 
deliberately shortened to between 
an hour and an hour and a 
quarter {In order to keep the 
minds of the congregation 
devotionally attuned ,

Synagogue—the largest of the 
Jewish religious groups — his 
jurtsdiction tg acknowledged by 
some other congregations, 

The Jews do not look upon 
their rabbi as cl for 
«xample, regard their’ parish 
priest, Primarily he is an 
Interpréter of the law, and his 
Junctions are to teach the 
young, to deliver sermons, and 
to assist at marriages. 

It is the view of Judaism that 
he must be “purt of the world,”
